Chickens  in  NPIP  Hatchery  Supply  Flocks  and  Their  Distribution  by  States  and  Varieties 
1941-42,  1951-52  and  1952-53 

The  tabulation  which  follows  shows  the  number  of  birds  in  hatchery  supply  flocks  and  the  percentage  distribu” 
tion  by  varieties.  These  data  indicate  the  trend  in  breed  and  variety  popularity  in  the  various  States  and 
Divisions.  There  is  some  variation  in  reporting  the  birds  in  crossmated  flocks  due  to  the  fact  that  some 
flocks  are  crossmated  during  a  portion  of  the  year  and  mated  as  purebreds  another  portion.  Moreover,  in 
a  number  of  States  the  birds  in  crossmated  flocks  are  reported  under  the  respective  purebred  headings.  It 
will  be  noted  that  there  is  also  some  variation  in  the  first  year  reported.  Where  data  were  not  available  for 
1941-42,  the  first  available  year  was  used  to  show,  insofar  as  possible,  the  bng'time  trend  within  the  State. 
The  divisional  totals  are  for  the  year  1952-53.
